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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Starkey 
et al. (US 5,428,555). 

Claims 1-4 are so broad as to read in Starkey. Regarding claims 1-2, Starkey 
discloses: 

• a system comprising a microcomputer connected to these automatons which are 
provided with their own data-exchange functions (Fig. 1 A, elements 12 and 18a- 
18f; Col. 5, lines 51-56), the automatons being connected to sensors and/or 
actuators (Col. 1, lines 33-40), characterized in that the microcomputer 
comprises an automaton interface driver exchanging commands and/or data with 
a spreadsheet program executed on the microcomputer (Col. 4, lines 49-65; Col. 
6, lines 48-51), this driver furthermore exchanging data and/or commands with at 
least one automaton through the communications means of the microcomputer 
and its operating system (Fig. 1, elements 11, 27 and 41; Col. 7, lines 14-18); 

• the automatons have remote inputs/outputs, and that the sensors and/or 
actuators connected to the automatons are smart (Col. 1 , lines 33-40; Col. 3, 
lines 51-55; Col. 7, lines 14-18). 
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As for claims 3-4, Starkey further discloses, 

• the spreadsheet program being dynamically associated with at least one other 
program, the system comprises means for the processing of the data coming 
from the automatons by this other program (Col. 4, lines 31-47 and lines 58-65; 
Col. 6, lines 48-53).
